Be it enacted by Parliament in the Fourteenth Year of the 
Republic of India as follows: --

2 . In section 60 of the Code of Civil Procedure , 1908 (herein - Amendment 
after referred to as the principal Act) , in clause (i) of the proviso of section 60 .

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


Under section 60 of the Code of Civil Procedure , 1908 , salary to 
the extent of the first hundred rupees and one-half of the remainder 
Is not liable to attachment in execution of any decree other than a 
decree for maintenance. The dearness allowance payable to a 
government servant was also exempted from attachment by a noti 
fication of 1949 . The merger of dearness allowance with pay has 
rendered this notification infructuous. It is therefore proposed to 
amend section 60 by raising the exemption limit for attachment of 
salary from Rs. 100 /- to Rs. 150 /-. It is also proposed to amend sec 
tion 80 of the Code to make it clear that the provisions of the section 
as to notice in suits against Government apply also in the case of 
suits against the Government of Jammu and Kashmir . The Jammu 
and Kashmir Government have agreed to amend on a reciprocal 
basis the corresponding provision in the Jammu and Kashmir Civil 
Procedure Code so that it is applicable in respect of suits filed in 
Jammu and Kashmir against the Central Government or any other 
State Government.
